spected of having robbed Ralph 
Satchwell of 3716 Finney avenue. 

After a chase in which Patrolman 
Heuman fired several shots, one of 
the fleeing men was caught. The 
others| escaped after one had been 
stunned by Heuman’s club. 

The man arrested gave his name 
as Joseph Morris, and says his home 
is in New k. 

Satchwell was about to alight from 
the: owl car at “Spring and Finney 
avenues when three'Nmen on the rear 
platform jostled him. ‘Two blocked 
his way while the third crowded him 
from behind. He felt a tug at his 
hip pocket, in which he carried his 
purse. 
Grabbed the Jostler. 

Satchwell turned and grabbed the 
man who had been shoving: Bim. 

A man who sat in one of the rear 
seats of the owl car called to Satch- 
well: 

“Hold on to that telew. I saw 
him open a woman’s purse on this 
ear. I didn’t tackle him then be- 
cause he had two companions.” 

While other passengers were going to 
Satchwell’s aid the man he had caught 
pulled away from him and jumped from 
the car. He and one of his companions 
ran east on Finney avenue and the 
third ran north on Spring avenue. 
Patrolman Heuman met the two flee- 
ing men and struck one of them with 
his night stick, stunning him. Just then 
the owl car passengers ran up and told 
him not to waste time on the man _ he 
had struck, but to catch the other. who, 
they said, was the one who picked 
Satchwell’s pocket. 
Threw Away Coat. 

After Heuman had fired several shots 
this man turned into -St. Alphonsus 
street, a block west of Grand avenue, 
and climbed a fence into a yard in the 
rear of 1001 North Grand avenue. Be- 
fore going over the fence he threw away 
his. coat. 

Heuman and several of the passengers 
followed the man into the yard and cap- 
tured him. His coat was taken to the 
Dayton Street FPolice ‘Station’ and 
searched. Pinned to the under side of a 
lapel was found a stickpin set with nine 
diamonds and a ruby. The man was 
booked and locked up. 

At daylight policemen searched in the 
vicinity of the yard where Morris was 
eaptured. Near the fence they found 
the gold watch containing a young wom- 


‘an’s picture. Attached to the chain was 


an apparently valuable charm, a_ two- 
faced lion's head with a diamond in each 
mouth and a ruby in each eye. The 
watch bore no initials or name. 

A few. feet from the watch Satchwell’s 
purse was found. The three tie pins 
and the nickel were still in it. 
Bertillion Superintendent Shea declared 


he recognized in Morris a notorious 


pickpocket who has been arrested in 
New York, Chicago, Indianapolis and 
New Orleans. According to Shea, the 
man was arrested in New Orleans last 
March and got hours to leave town.

Gambling Squad Enters Holland 
Building Office and Finds 
Race Results. 


BALL, Manco. BY WiRE 


Notations Indicate Bets Were 
Placed—Manager Says Busi- 
ness Was Legitimate. 


Detectives of the gambling squad used 
opera glasses in watching an office on 
the seventh floor of the Holland Build: 
ing from a building at the southeast cor- 
ner of Eighth and Olive _ streets, 
for the last two weeks. They saw 
clerks frequently use the five telephoneg 
installed in the room, a telegraph op- 
erator receiving messages and busy 
typewriters filling out small slips of pa- 
per. 

The squad, led by Detective Wells, en- 
tered the building Monday afternoon 
and arrested Albert E. Morelock, 44 


years old, of 13383 Goodfellow avenue, 
who was. in charge of the offico in 
room 709. A package of papers was 


thrown out of a window bv a clerk as 
the officers entered the place. 
Betting Figures Found. 

The detectives recovered the package 
from the roof of an adjoining build- 
inz. It contained notations of baseball 
results, odds indicating bets on base- 
ball games and horse races, and figures 
which the police believe indicate the 
amounts bet on races and ball games. 

Morelock conducted the place under 
the name of the General News Co. 
Two clerks, George Lebee of 1415 South 
Ewing avenue, and Louis King, 2607 
St. Vincent avenue, were not. arrested. 
Morelock was released under a com- 
mon law bond approved by Acting 
Judge Gernez of the Court of Crim!- 
nal Correction. Wells said he will ap- 
ply for a warrant charging Morelock 
with conducting gambling games. 

Gave Service to Handbooks. 

In the office the detectives found a 
telegraph instrument at which an op- 
erator was seated, which Morelock satd 
was connected with a leased wire to the 
Indianapolis office of the concern. A 


disconnected telegraph instrument was 


on. an adjoining desk. 

Morelock told Wells that this instru- 
ment had been leased until recently to 
Thomas Kearney, ‘‘Kid’’ Becker and 
Cooney Heib, and that results of races 
sent to their handbooks in Eaat 


was 
St. Louis. The handbooks were discon- 
tinued on the East Side, Morelock 
stated, and the instrument had been 


abandoned. 

Four telephones for outgoing mes- 
sages were on a table, besides a local 
telephone for general use. A typewrit- 
er and desk sat in one corner, and a 
large quantity of paper slips were 
ready for use. 

Morelock insisted that he was con- 
ducting a legitimate business, and han- 
dled no bets. He said the results of 
baseball games and horse races were 
sent out to cafes, cigar stands, hotels 
and other business places in St. Louis 
and to points in Missouri not reached 
by the Western Union. 

The company has offices in Chicago, 
Indianapolis and Tusla, Ok., More- 
iock told Wells, and the St. Louis of- 
fice is a relay station for the In- 
dianarolis headuqarters. 

Doors Kept Closed. 

The gambling squad begun to watch 
the office after information had 
reached the police that the results of 
races and baseball games were being 
distributed to handbooks and oper- 
atcrs of bascball pools from the Hol- 
lanl Buiiaing cffice. 

The decors were kept closed, ac- 
cording to Wells. The officers gain- 
ed entrance Monday after they had 
appealed to the manager of the build- 
ing and he accompanied them to the 
room and introduced them to More- 
lock. 

In the package thrown out of the 
window by the clerk the police found 
a number of slips of paper. One read: 
“We have 600 straight on Cleveland.”’ 
Another said: ‘8S to 5 Pittsburg, 1000." 

These notations will be used as evi- 
dence, the police say, in verification of 
the charges that bets were received by 


the company at the St. Louis office.

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FIRMS OFFER 10 
RESUME BUSINESS 


Eastern Official Confers With 
Major and Barker on Terms 
of Agreement. 


ALL EXPECTED TO RETURN 


No Inducements Held Out Ex- 
cept Former Promises to Drop 
Barker Prosecutions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 29.—Settle- 
ment of the fire insurance troubles in 
this State is again in sight. Second 
Vice-President and General Counsel D:- 
vid, Rumsey of the New York Conti- 
nental Fire Insurance Co. is here hold- 
ing out terms of peace for his own com- 
pany and nine other large fire insurance 
companies. 


Rumsey told Gov. Major and Attor- 
ney-General Barker that his company | 
and the other nine were ready to re- 
sume business in Missouri at any time. 
Attorney-General Barker told him that, 
so far as he was concerned, he had no 
new inducements to offer the companies 
to return to business, but that a former 
offer, to the effect that any company 
that returned to business and obeyed 
the law, would be dropped from the 
prosecutions he instituted against all 
the companies that suspended business 
April 30, would be adhered to. 

Gov. Major expressed views in accord 
with this statement from the Attorney- 
General, and Rumsey intimated very 
strongly that the companies he repre- 
sents will make arrangements at once to 
return to busines in this State. 


Conference on Legislation. 
The Governor and Rumsey held a long 


conference over future recommenda- 
tions by the Governor touching changes 
in the fire insurance laws. In this, the 
Attorney-General did not take part. 

Barker expressed the opinion that to- 
day’s conference would result in vir- 
tually all the companies resuming busi- 
ness in the next few days. 

Asked how long he thought it would 
be before the companies represented ny 
Rumsey would resume business, Barker 
said; “‘Perhaps two or three da 


The Attorney-General made it plain} 


that neither he nor Gov. Major prom- 
ised anything to induce the companies 
to resume business that was not here- 
tofore promised. If the compantes all 
resume business and obey the laws, the 
Attorney-General said, he would dismiss 
all the Htigation pending in the Ssu- 
preme Court against them. If only a 
part of them resume business, then the 
litigation against such companies wi.l 
be dismissed and the suits against the 
others pushed. 


Insurance Companies File 
Denying Conspiracy. 
Frederick N. Judson of St. Louis ar- 
rived today and filed the answer of 
the insurance companies to Attorney- 
General Barker's quo warranto proceed- 
ings in the Supreme Court. They were 
given 30 days to make their answer and 
tomorrow would have been the last 
day. 

Barker’s proceedings, against 120 in- 
surance companies, were brought with 
the idea of fining them for combining 
to quit bysiness in the State April 30. 
In the answer, charges of conspiracy 
were denied. 

The insuran cecompahies also denied 
they had entered into any unlawful! 
combination to deprive the people of the 
State of fire insurance, to cripple or 
destroy the financial credit of the State 
and stifie competition or create a monop- 
cly in the fire insurance field. 

All the companies answered in sub- 
stantialiy the same form, 47 joining in 
one answer, 16 in another, while others 
fled individual answers. 

The answers declare that each com- 
pany, individually, and without any 
agreement with any other company or 
companies, discontinued the business of 
writing fire insurance in Missouri April 
30. 


Answer 


No Intention to Retalate. 


They declare that they have no inten- 
tion of resorting to retaliatory measures 
te punish the people by canceling poli- 
cies in force. 

Some of the companies, in their an- 
swers, declare they have made very 
small profits in the State for several 
years past and assert that fire insurance 
as a ~-hole has been conducted at a logs 
in the State. 

They complain that they spent $250,- 
000 under the provisions of the Oliver 
law, enacted in 1911, in making rates 
for the entire State, and that under the 
provisions of the Orr law they are pro- 
hibited from using these rates. 

The section of the Orr law of which 
the companies complained is set up in 
the answers, and the plea is made that 
it is impossible to transact fire insur- 
ance business in the State without vio- 
lating the provisions of this law. 

“Tt is true,”’ the answer states, ‘as re- 
spondent is informed and believes, that 
the administrative officers of the State 
stated that they would not institute or 
prosecute cases resting upon this con- 
struction of the Orr law, but it is ad- 
vised that so long as the Orr law re- 
mains in effect, it must be enforced by 
the officials of the State according to 
its terms.” 

The companies declare that te fine 
them for ceasing to write insurance in 
the State, or to enjoin them from re- 
fusing to do business in Missouri, weuld 
be to deny them equal protection of the 
laws secured to them by the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of a: 
United States.

MEN IN AUTO AND 
UN MOTOR CYCLES 


They Speed Through North St. 
Louis to Venice and Back, 
Discharging ‘Pistols. 


Eight men, am automobile and two 
motor cycles are held at the North Mar- 
ket Street Police Station in a police in- 
vestigation of a new way of “shooting 
up” «a town. : 

The “shooting up” was done by a 
party of automobile and motor cycle 


joy riders. The vehicles characterized 
the principal difference between this af- 
fair and the old-time cowboy joy par- 
ties, in which bronchos were used in- 
stead of motor cars. 

The town shot up was a portion of 
North St. Louis. The joy riders, in- 
spired by alcoholic stimulants, rode 
through the streets, yelling and dis- 
charging revolvers in the air. 

’ Drove at Terrific Speed. 

About 10:50 p. m. Patrolman Lind- 
strath of the North Market Station re- 
ported by telephone that the joy riders 
were busy and that persons along the 
streets were alarmed. They were driv- 
ing a big touring car at terrific speed, 
he said. 

Immediately all patrolmen fn the dis- 
trict were notified to be on the lookout 
for them. The joy riders, still yelling, 
raced across the McKinley Bridge and 
into Venice. 

At 1:15 a. m. the police were notified 
the party was on its way back. Their 
motor car was burning up the pavement 
when it blew a tire at Thirteenth and 
Chambers street and it had to stop. 

Patrolmen de Vinney, Primm and Holt- 
haus surrounded the crowd, which num- 
bered. 12-men. The automobile was a 
seven-passenger touring car. One cof 
the motor cycles had a side seat. 

When the policemen told the men they 
were under arrest, two of them started 
a fake fight. While the patrolmen were 


stopping this, three or four others 
jumped into the automobile and got 
away. 


Patrolman Primm shot three times at 
the car. When he was shooting one of 
the motorcyclists, who had got on his 
machine, bumped into him and knocked 
him down. The motorcyclist also fell 
and Primm arrested him. He said he 
was William McMonigle, 23 years old, 
a mechanic, of 483 Washington boule- 
vard. 

Patrolman Rehlfing, who was at Thir- 
teenth street and St. Louis avenue, 
heard Primm’s shots and saw an auto- 
mobile approaching at rapid speed. He 
stopped it and arrested its two occu- 
pants. The chauffeur said he was Pat 
Dill, 19 years old, of 52710 Cote Brilliante 
avenue. The other man said he was 
William Churchill, 2, of 632 South Sev- 
enth street. Beneath the chauffeur’s 
seat the policeman found a revolver, all 
the chambers of which had been dis- 
charged recently. 

While this was going on, the other 
patrolmen were taking cheir prisoners 
to the station. They gave their names 
as Heron McCarton, Arunah Cunning- 
ham, Fred Weldrun and Robert Weight- 
man. ,

Condemnation Case in Court. 
The Belleville ,case contained no 


prophecy that it would deal with matters 
of the heart. It was a simple condem- 
nation proceeding brought by the South- 
ern Traction Co, to get right of way over 
six acres of ground belonging to the 
estate of Miss Christy's father. Her two 
sisters and two brothers were named 
as codefendants and her own name ap- 
peared simply as Virginia Christy. 

Attorneys for the estate protested 
that the proceedings were irregular. 
They said that Virginia Christy had 
changed her name to Mrs. Kenneth Da- 
vis and that therefore the case ought 
to be halted until the error was recti- 
fied. The girl’s family had known of 
the marriage only two weeks, Attorney 
Holder said. The case was settled by 
agreement. 

Investigation brought out the infor- 
mation that the wedding took place 
about the first of the year, that the 
couple had gone to separate homes 
afterward without making the marriage 
public, and that they were preparing 
soon to gee for a trip to Europe. 


He as Frequent Caller. 
News of bt marriage caused much

While it was known that 
Davis was a frequent caller upon the 
young woman, none of the neighbors 
knew there had been a marriage.

Washington officials have expressed 
no opinion as to the merits of the plan 
for bringing about peace in Mexico 
through the mediation of Mexicans 
themselves, but it is known they are 
virtually interested in the financial sit- 
uation in Mexico, particularly as it re- 
lates to the depreciation of foreign in- 
vestments, and any plan looking toward 
a reconstruction of the country’s 
finances would be welcomed. 

Railway President Reports. 

That both the President and Secretary 
Bryan are greatly concerned over the 
tangled financial state of Mexico was 
apparent from the questions which they 
asked of both their official and unof- 
icial agents. Incidentally, R. N. Brown, 
president of the Mexican National Rail- 
ways, who saw Secretary Bryan, was 
interrogated about the condition of ine 
railways, where Joss of revenue and 
destruction of property have been great 
on account of revolution. 

In Ambassador Wilson's report partic- 
ular attention was given by him to the 
condition of the banks in Mexico.

Old Colored People Believe 
Late Publisher Lived Here 
at One Time. 


LEFT HOME OF MOTHER 


Young Negro Is Believed to 
Have Become Known as a 
White Man. 


The obscure career of a young &t. 
Louis negro, half a century ago, is be- 
HMeved to be the missing chapter in the 
mysterious life of William Henry Lee, 


wealthy Chicago publisher, who left un- 
disposed of an estate of $200,000. 

‘Lee’s Chicago friends are convinced 
he was of negro descent, and that, at 
an early age, he crossed the color line 
and endezvored to obliterate his past. 
The effort was successful, so long 2s 
be lived, for apparently none ques- 
tioned that he was a white man. 
- He died June 8 in Chicago, aged 6, 
and the question of his race did not 
come up until it was discovered he 
had left no will. It was then found 
that not even his closest associates hac 
ever heard him speak of any relative. 

Because of the absence of an authen- 
tic claimant, the estate may go to the 
State of Illinois. It consists largely of 
his interest in the business of Laird & 
Lee, publishers, and of plates, said to 
have cost $1,000,000 for a dictionary in- 
tended to excel any dictionary hither- 
to published. 

Through this work, which was his 
life’s dream, the lonely man hoped to 
raise his name as high as that of 
Noah Webster. 

State Has Charge of Property. 

Until the estate can be sold, the State 
of Illinois is in charge. Public Admin- 
istrator Bishop of Chicago represents 
the State. After the sale, the proceeds 
will be held 2 years, and then, if no 
one has succeeded in establishing a 
claim, they will go to the State treasury. 

Inquiries among old-time St. Louis 
negroes have brought out a number of 
statements from those who remember a 
young negro whom they believe to have 
peen Lee. This youth was the son of 
Elia Pittman, and it was after her sec- 
ond marriage: that he left her home, 
went to Chicago and began to be known 
as a white mab. 

Benjamin Glass, a former slave, says 
he knew a light-skinned negro youth in 
1859, who was then 12 years old, and 
had been born a slave on a plantation, 
but had fled to this city. He was known 
as William H. Lee, Glass says. He 
worked in St. Louis as a porter and 
waiter until 1875, living at 1301 Linden 
street. 

Ada Cooribs of 1521 Linden street, 
an old-time negress, remembers Lee by 
his address, his occupation and his 
lightness of skin, rather than by his 
name. She says, as do others, that Les 
was angry with his mother for marrying 
again, and left St. Louls. Adam Chou- 
quette of 6330 Vermont. street. and 
Charlies Pettis of 219 Bowen street, are 
others who remember the young man’s 
disappearance. 


Worked In Hotel and Store. 
His places of emplovment in St. Louis, 


_ t..ese witnesses say, were the old Gaff- 
ney Hotel at 33 South Tenth street, and 
the fancy goods store of C. H. Tuttle, 
609 Nor/ Fourth street. 

Chicag.~ dispatches say the only rec: 
ord of his life known to exist there is 
on the voting register of the Sixth Pre. 
cinet of the Eighteenth Ward. This rec- 
ord is: 

“William Henry Lee; birthplace, Pent- 
syivania; age, 66; residence, 1416 West 
Washington boulevard; length of resi- 
dence at present address, 12 years.” 

Mrs. Barbara Clough, who was known 
to some persons as I.ce’s sister, and who 
boarded where he did for a number of 
years, has said she has no knowledge 
of his family or his early life. He was 
never married. 

His partner, {Frederick C. Laird of 
Spokane, Wash., also lacks personal 
knowledge of the facts, but favors the 
theory that Lee had negro blood, and 
that this constituted the mystery which 
he so long and so successfully con- 
cealed. ’

CHICKENS STARTED FUSS 


J. J. McAuliffe’s Dog Killed Two 
Invading Fowls and He Was 
Ordered to Vacate. 


Joseph J. McAuliffe, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter has “scooped” his landlord, 
H. B. Burger of 1088 McCausland ave- 
nue by buying a triangular lot in front 
of Burger's home and thereby cutting 
off his egress to the street. : 

residents of the neighborhood are 
wondering what will be the next de- 
velopment in the feud between tenant 
and landlord, which started when Bur- 
ger’s : chickens flew over McAuliffe’s 
back fence and waxed warmer when 
McAuliffe’s bulldog killed two of the 
chickens. 


McAuliffe rented the house at 1034 
McCausland avenue, next door to Bur- 
ger’s home, 11 months ago. At that 
time Burger’s son-in-law, A. L. Gray 
of 3969 Russell avenue, owned the houge. 


Fence Proves No Bar. 

There was a three-foot wire fence be- 
tween the McAuliffe and Burger homes 
at that time. 

Inter the chickens. 

McAuliffe, interviewed about the quar- 
rel, says that about three,months ago 
when Burger’s crop of spring chickens 
began to flourish he began to notice 
a daily shrinkage in the package of but- 
ter which the milkman left on his rear 
porch. Burger's chickers rose early, 
flew over the fence and sampled the 
butter. 

Enter the dog. 

When McAuliffe decided to purchase a 
dog he made known to his friends the 
plans and specifications on which the 
dog should be built. It must, above 
all, be a good chicken chaser. In due 
timie the dog was found and McAuliffe 
took it home. 

At first the dog did not show discrim- 
ination in its pursuit of chickens and 
did not confine its activity to keeping 
Burger’s fowls out of the yard. With 
the double purpose of keeping Burger's 
chickens out and his own dog in Mc- 
Auliffe then built a seven-foot picket 
fence around his yard. 

Dog Rebels at Beating. , 

One day while the McAuliffe family 
was out, two of Burger’s ambitious 
young springers flew over the fencé. 
The dog killed them. This made Mrs. 
Burger so angry that she reached over 
the fence with a clothes pole and tried 
to beat the dog. The dog end of the 
clothes pole was considerably chewed 
up, McAuliffe says. 

Until shortly before these momentous 
events Burger, who is a retired busi- 
ness man, was a frequent visitor to the 
McAuliffe’s -home. His visits ceased 
one day when McdAuliffe’s phonograph 
started to play ‘‘Everybody Works but 
Father,’’ as he was entering the front 
gate. 

The controversy concerning the dog 
and the chickens continued. On July 
14, the day on which McAuliffe paid his 
rent, he received a notice to vacate th2 
housew ithin 30 days. It was signed 
by Burger. 

McAuliffe learned that Burger hac 
purchased the property from his gson- 
in-law with the apparent purpose o7 
having authority to order McAuliffe ‘*o 
vacate it. 

Buys Lot in Front of Burger. 

Going to the city hall, McAuliffe ex- 
amined the plat books and found that 
Burger was using as an outlet to. Mc- 
Causland avenue a triangular lot which 
he did not own. Burger had built’ a 
granitoid walk across this lot, had 
placed a lawn swing on it and had en- 
joyed the shade of its seven trees. 

McAuliffe promptly bought the Iot. 
Two days after receiving notice to move 
he sent to Burger a notice that he must 
at once vacate the triangular lot, take 
his lawn swing off it, cease to use the 
grafitoid walk or luxuriate in the shade 
of the seven trees. Burger was. sur- 
prised, but he obeyed the order. 


the portion. of the triangular lot near- 
est to Burger's front yard had been set 
aside for use as a private alley. He at 
once gave the city formal permission to 
build this alley in front of Burger's 
property. 

Also, directly in front of Burger's 
house he put up a large sign adver- 
tising the fact that the triangular lot 
would make a fine site for a bungalow. 

Lawn Swing Left in Sun. 

Now Burger's lawn swing sits in the 
sun in the little of his front yard that 
is left and Burger must take a circuit- 
ous route through neighbors’ yards to 
get to McCausland avenue. The only

OCRATES, like many men of geni- 

us, made a faux pas of marriage. 

Fate has no intention whatever 

of bestowing both real brains 

and real domestic happiness o 

man or woman in this world. divorce 

had been as much of a fad in ancient 

Greece as it is in America Socrates 

would merely have gone on marrying 

one “unsuitable” woman after another— 

and, in true masculine fashion, blaming 
it on the lady. 

But do not fancy that Socrates was 
unhappy. Marriage, to a genius, is 
merely a sidé dish—a temporary e¢X- 
periment, at best; and nothing could be 
so fatal to his art or his happiness as 
a monotonously peacéful home. The 
more storms, the more scraps, the more 
excitement, the better he wprks and the 
happier he is. 

If Xantippei had been a sweet and plac- 
id person, Socrates would probably have 
grown fat and stodgy in six months af- 
ter the honeymoon and ve died with- 
vut uttering a single b epigram. 
It was the morning row and the evening 
curtain lecture that drove him back to 
his philosophy and kept up the glow of 
his satire and the flow of his wisdom. 
It was the eternal uncertainty as to 
whether he should be received with @ 
shower of Hot tears or a bucket of cold 
water that kept his nerves vibrating and 
his. mind scintillating. In short, Xan- 
tippe was the best helpmate and the 
greatest inspiration that any literary 
man has ever been known to possess. 

Poor thing! She has been horribly 
maligned. All we know of her is what 
has come down to us through Socrates’ 
FRIENDS—and, alas! every wifs is a 
“demon” to her husband’s friends. 
Whether Xantippe was born with the 
temper of a virago or merely acquired 
it through the sorrow of having to live 
with a genius we shall never know. Had 
she been married to a man who shaved 
every morning, had his hair cut regu- 
larly and brought home his pay envelope 
every Saturday night, she might have 
been a model of sweetness and light. But 
life with a man of “artistic tempera- 
ment’”’ brings out all the latent filendish- 
ness in the human soul. 


History does not reocrd that the buck- 
et of suds with which Xantippe im- 
mersed her husband was one in which 
she had been washing clothes for a liv- 
ing; but, considering the habits of Soc- 
rates, it probably was. From all we 
can gather, he merely sat around all day 
and hurled epigrams at her when he 
should have been earning a few sesterces 
with which to pay the rent or buy the 
baby’s shoes. Doubtless he practiced his 
speeches in the kitchen, sharpened his 
wit at her expense and tried his most 
brilliant bon-mots first on her. 

YOU know that type of man—the kind 
who will stand around and eulogize the 
‘beauty of labor’ while his wife draws 
the water, brings in the tubs and goes 
upstairs to put the buttons in his shirt 
and polish his boots; the kind who will 
lecture her on the folly of haste when 
she is hustling to get the laundry done 
so that she can collect enough on it to 
pay for his supper; or that will rhapso- 
dize over the loveliness of marcelled 
rair and manicured finger nails while 
the is peeling onions for the soup.
